Claim 14 has been cancelled as being duplicative and redundant, given that the subject 
matter of claim 4 has been previously incorporated in its entirety into claim 1 and the subsequent 
cancellation of claim 4.

5,747,174) and OSADA ET AL (US 7,251,485) fail to disclose the recited heat shrinkage 
properties; ITOYAMA ET AL (US 4,798,875) fails to disclose the recited initial elastic modulus, 
haze and the difference in heat shrinkage in machine and tranverse directions; EP 1 186633 and 
EP 1072632 and EP 0835899 and EP 0685509 and EP 0639468 and WO 94/13464 and EP 
0579087 and NAKANE ET AL (US 5,173,357) each fail to disclose films with the recited 
combination of initial elastic modulus, impact strength, thermal shrinkage characteristics, and 
haze. 

Rejections based on WO '61 1 has been overcome in view of the certified English 
translation of the foreign priority documents JP 2003-295631 and JP 2003-295634 and JP 2003- 
295636, establishing an effective filing date of 8/1 9/2003 for these claims.
